vaporize and can be ig- 
nited), the high flammabil- 
ity of its vapors, and its exp- 
losive power. Very little is 
needed to trigger an acci- 
dent, as in the case of four 
Los Angeles residents who 
were killed in May when the 
pilot light from a kitchen 
stove ignited gasoline vap- 
ors seeping from three gas 
cans stored in the kitchen. 

Added to these dangers is 
gasoline poisoning. There 
were 600 cases in June, 
most of which were the re- 
sults of siphoning. The most 
critical danger is not the 
swallowing but the inhala- 
tion of gasoline into the 
lungs. A very small amount 
can cause chemical 
pneumonia and death. 

As for the storage of 
gasoline, there is no com- 
pletely safe way, but in 
emergencies the Commis- 
sion advises consumers to 
take the following precau- 
tions: 

Never store gasoline in 
the house or automobile. 
Gas vapors can be ignited 
by a wide variety of unex- 
pected sources such as 

ousehold appliances, sta- 
tic electricity from clo- 
thing, pilot lights in stoves 
and furnaces and cigaret- 
tes. In automobiles, the risk 
of ignition from a rear-end 
collision or an electrical 
spark is acute. Keep stor- 
age cans outdoors and far 
away from living quarters 
and ignition sources, such 
as in a well-ventilated shed. 


Never store gasoline in 
any containers except those 
manufactured from sturdy 
steel sheeting which cannot 
easily be punctured. Glass 
containers and plastic con- 
tainers used for food and 
milk are especially hazard- 
ous, as are rusted metal 
cans.
